denudata (sometimes called tulip tree 
locally) demanded attention on the cam- 
pus, The camellias were the chief at- 
traction in the botanical gardens, but 
azaleas and rhododendrons were already 
contributing a share of the color, 

After basking in the sunshine and 
eating our lunch on the hilltop over- 
looking the botanical gardens, we con- 
tinued toward Panoramic Way.. Native 
shrubs in conspicuous bloom included 
Dirca occidentalis (leatherwood), Os- 
maronia cerasiformis (oso berry), Ribes 
Sanguineum (flowering currant), and Ri- 
bes sp? (wild gooseberry), Many bush 
lupine and woolly paintbrush (Castille- 
ia foliolosa) provided patches of bril- 
liant color on the hillsides, Rushing 
the season with unexpected flowers were 
Brodiaea capitata (blue dicks) and 
Cynoglossum grande (Western hound's 
tongue), :
